Wherever there is neither slavery nor pro- 
plavery sentiment, there is neither rebellion 


mer treason. Wherever there is slavery: 
there are rebels; and wherever slavery has 
friends, there is disloyalty te the Republic. 
There is no exception to this rule, It ap- 
plies not only to the South, but to the 
North—not only to the entire States, but to 
pubdivisions of State. In Delaware, 
‘where the slaves are to the whole popula- 
tion as one to sixty, the traitors are few 
and timorous.

contains three-fourths of the slaves in the 
State. It is the same in Maryland; the 
slave districts are the districts in- 
fected with treason. Virginia, Missouri, 
Kentucky, Tennessee—in these States 
the dividing lines between loyalty and re- 
beilion are stili more plainly visible,and dis- 
tinguished by the same peculiarity. Go in- 
to the planting regions of the Cotton States, 
where the sum of al] villainies has done 
its perfect work, where the buman under- 
Standing has become so darkened ‘hat its 
light is as darkness—and behold how trea- 
gon clusters around the slave shambles— 
how patrictism is hushed into the silence 
of death—how the Union is become a 
hissing and a bye-word—how hatred of 
liberty eats into the soul of the raling caste, 
gnaws like the worm which dieth not, and 
burns like the fire which is not quenched. 
And there are fools who say slavery is not 
the cause of the Southern rebellion! 


THE SECOND OPPORTUNITY. 
Neither the magnitude nor the nature of

established fact, of experiment; confidence, 
et doubt; and if we hesitate and let the 
time for action lip past our reach, posterity 
‘will not tolerate the stupid plea of igno- 
rance or the knavish plea of vested rights, 
but will set down this generation as lack- 
ing in faith, hope, and ceurage, and as dis- 
tinguished for weakness, fickleness, and 
treachery.

That the utter demoralization of France 
during the last century would result in 
revolution, was foreseen long before it hap- 
pened. Madame Pompadour, looking for- 
ward to the time of reckoning, said, “After 
wmé, the deluge.” The conspiracy of the 
slave power was foreshadowed in 1820. In 
1850 the strength and character of the con- 
spiracy were plainly visible. The time had 
nearly arrived when the destruction of the 
Republic would be necessary to the longer 
dominion of slavery. 

Comparing together certain perieds of the 
last fifteen centuries, we perceive that the 
dominant nations of the world have been 
steadily approaching a recognition of the | 
equality of man. Revolutions in govern- 
ment, the overthrow of caste, and the ex- 
tinction of the power of the few over the 
many, are the necessary conditions of a 
progressive society.  Politicial and 
social institutions in conformity with 
christian civilization, can only be 
revolutionized when society relapses 
into barbarism. If men should do unto 
others as they would have others do unto 
them, the logical conclusion is, that man, 
divested of the capricious usages of socie- 
ty, is the brother and equal of his fellow- 
man everywhere. From this maxim flow 
all the principles of moral and political 
justice. It is an eternal rebuke and me- 
nace to every form of oppression. 

It is in the nature of human passions to 
produce war whenever the lust of power 
encroaches on the natural rights of man. 
There can be no durable peace till every 
lost right be recovered; and the conflict must 
go on while despotism us backed up by 
power, and there is a nation or party strong 
enough to uphold the principles of liberty. 

Secession was intended to destroy the 
Republic, and thus stay the progress of 
freedom. It naturally looks for help to 
those governments supposed to be most 
jealous of our increasing strength. If the 
Republic stand, not slavery alone wil! fall, 
but all nations on which we exert social or 
poli'‘ical influence will receive such an in- 
fusion of republican ideas, as to shake to 
the very centre their monarchial systems. 
We must march at the head of the ideas of 
the age, or sink back into hopeless insig- 
nificance. This 1s an age of emancipation, 
not an age of slavery. We cannot restore 
slavery to its forfeited place without going 
backwards, and losing a position which 
could never be regained. Our national 
safety—nay, our very existence, demands 
that we take a long step forward. Reac- 
tion is the ferm of disease most fatal to 
liberty. If we conquer the South, and 
spare slavery, sectional antipathies will re- 
main, and slavery will haye conquered the 
Republic. 


Talon Party tn Now York. 

The movement inaugurated by members of 
the late Legislature of New York for a Unioa- 
war party, with confiscation aad gradual 
emancipation incladed, finds great favor with 
the press and people of that State. Some 
ninety members of the Legislature, inclading 
such Democrats of the olden time as Thomas 
G. Alvord, Lemuel Stetson, Royal Pheips, 
Noah A. Childs, etc., (in all, twenty-two Dem- 
ocrats,) bave signed an address in which the 
platform of the new party is broadly laid 
down-—support te the Administration, no 
compromise with traitors, and a line of policy 
that sbail finally exhaust the institution of 
slavery. Twenty Republican members refased 
to sign the address, and some effort will be 
made to maintain a straight Repubiican organ- 
ization; but the new movement carries with 
it a large majority of the people, and forces 
an iseue at the polls. The straight Republi- 
can will take a “‘higher ground,” and the Val- 
landigham democracy a lower; and what suc- 
cess the Democracy gets in the nert election 
will beso intinitesimally small that it will 
hardiy be worth the pains of getting.

The Senate Committee is still pottering 
over the Tax Bill, which should have been re- 
ported, amended, and sent back to the House 
long ere this. Were the bill to be amended 
in accordance with the Bosten plan and the 
suggestions of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce, (says the World,) with a certaiaty 
of its passage, Government six cent bonds to- 
day would be above par, and Mr. Chase could 
easily negotiate another hundred million dol- 
lars without lowcring the market. Bat no; 
the Senate will not attend to ite legitimate 
business, and doubts are beginning te be en- 
tertained as to whether it has the moral ceur- 
age to pass any tax bi, The House, also, is 
delinquent. What has become of the revised 
Tariff Bill, which bas been promised, impos- 
ing heavier duties om iron, spices, guany 
cloth, hides, dry goods, lead, &c? An addi- 
tional revenue of at least $15,000,000 could be 
obtained by this means; yet, so far as the 
public is aware, the matter has mot yet been 
vrought before the Committee of Ways and 
Means of the Howse. It is idle for Congress- 
men to talk of slow genérais, while the body 
to which they belong is slower than the siow- 
est of them.
